1. U.S. COVERAGE VERY LIGHT. 

-LONG ARTICLE IN PRAVDA BY Y. KRASIN WHO IS CC DEPARTMENT OF 
FOREIGN RELATIONS CONSULTANT, RERUNS STANDARD LINE ON "DETENTE AND 
THE CLASS STRUGGLE". HE ARGUES THAT THE RELAXATION OF TENSIONS
